New York—Recovery jof the first 
actual gold and silver ever taken from 
seawater, tapping the storehouse of 
metal everywhere dissolved in ocean 
water, was announced recently by Dr. 
Willard H. Dow, of the Ethyl-Dow 
Chemical Company. 

The first precious seawater metal is 
a tiny nugget, 3-10 of a milligram, 
no bigger then the head oi a pin. It 
is half goll and half silver. 

It came from the Atlantic Ocean at 
‘Wilmington, N.C. It is part of the gold 
and silver in 12 tons of sesweter which 
was running through the seawater 
bromine plant near wilmington of the 
Ethyl-Dow Company. 

The 12 tons of water yielded up part 
of its gold and silver by a treatment 
with colloidal sulphur. This sulphur 
was practically liquid. It dissolved ir 
the water and when it settled out, 
like a sediment, it carried the long 
sought precious metals. 

The silver is present in larger quan- 
tities than gold. If the spectoscope is 
right, there is enough gold in sea 
water to pave the United States and 
enough silver to roof the world. 

Dr. Dow said this sulphur _ treat- 
ment is not the start of a commercial 
gold recovery program, but a purely 
scientific experiment to explore possi- 
bilities,

8. VISION IN SHOOTING 


ERE is some valuable advice 

trom shotgun experts, which will 
be welcomed both by novices and 
shooters who are anxious to improve 
their marksmanship. Russell W. 
Elliott, Manager of Elliott's Shooting 
Park at Kansas City, Missouri, 
writes: ‘There is probably no phase 
of clay target shooting instruction in 
which the novice receives so much 
misinformation as that pertaining té 
the use of both eyes, The well 
meaning expert who shoots with both 
eyes open without knowing how or 
why will invariably tell the new- 
comer in the game that he should 
also do so, without first enquiring 
about the relative strength of the 
novice's eyes, 

“The theory of shooting with both 
eyes open is that it permits quicker 
vision of the target when it comes into 
view, but contrary to general beliet, 
the left eye does not aid in the actual 
pointing of the shotgun after the 
target is seen, With a right-handed 
shooter, the right eye directs the gun, 
and it must be as strong or stronger 
than the left eye to prevent cross 
vision when shooting with both eyes 
open. A man whose left eye is the 
stronger should shoot from the left 
shoulder if he expects to make con- 


sistently good scores when shooting 
with both eyes open. 

“It has not been my experierco 
that beth eyes being openisa material 
asset in single target shooting, as 
there is plenty of time for the one- 
eyed shooter to pick up the target 
and break it before it is out of range, 
However, when shooting doubles in 
Skeet or in the field, where a slow 
shooter is at a disadvantage, then the 
larger field of vision to pick up the 
first glimpse of the target gives the 
man who uses both eyes a material 
advantage. ' 

L. G. Sheppard, of the Ontario 
Hunters’ Game Protective Associa- 
tion, St. Catharines, Ont., sends a 
simple method by which the beginner 
can determine which of his eyes is the 
stronger: 

“To find out which eye is the 
stronger,’ he writes, “take a finger 
ring and hold it at arm length, look 
through it with both eyes open at 
some object twenty feet away. Then 
close the left eye. If the right eye 
still sees the object through the ring 
which has not been moved the right 
eye is the stronger and may be 
trusted to align the gun and the 
shooter can keep both eyes open.”

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Lessons Of The Depression 


Perhaps the wish is father to the thought but it is quite evident that, in| 
steadily increasing degree, people are expressing the view that the de-| 
pression which has hung over the world like a fog for the past five years is | 
lifting, slowly perhaps but nevertheless surely, and that gleams of sunlight | 
are seeping through for the encouragement of mankind and the restoration | 
of confidence. 


| 

In support of this view statistics are quoted of increased business, ris- 
ing prices, more employment, increased revenues for the railways, rising | 
national revenues. Betterments of this kind are noted, not in one but in) 
many countries, and from many quarters come reports that there is a grow: | 
ing tendency on the part of people with money to invest to again proceed | 
to do so. 


Whether this more optimistic viewpoint is justified we are not in a 
position to say, and it is just possible that the statistical betterment noted is 
the result of the injection of artificial stimulants into the arteries of busi- 
hess by governmental bodies, rather than the outcome of a natural and more 
substantial improvement in conditions. Whatever may be the underlying 
cause of this slowly returning confidence, it is undeniable that it exists, and 
people believe that the tide waters which have been running so strongly in 
an adverse direction for so long have passed the peak and are now begin- | 
ning to flow in an opposite and more favorable direction. 

Coupled with this, there is recognition in Western Canada that, while 
such betterments may be seen in other parts of the country and the world, 
there can be no marked improvement throughout this section of the Do- | 
minion until it is blessed with more favorable and normal climatic condi- 
tions, resulting in some profitable return to our agricultural population for 
the continuous labor they have expended. Unemployment has not been the 
curse of the vast majority of Western people. They have worked long and 
arduous hours, 365 days in the year, but Nature in an unkind mood for 
some years past has denied to our working farmers any profitable return 
from their labor; in fact, in thousands of cases no return at all. Loss has 
been added to loss, and the cumulative effect has been to throw tens of 
thousands of other people out of employment because there was no work 
to be had. Such climatic conditions will not permanently continue. 

Possibly one of the best indications that the depression is passing is 
that people are beginning to take note of the lessons which it has taught. 
Some of these are of a purely material and practical kind. For instance, 
and despite a certain school of thought which urges that man should plan 
his activities from year to year, and, as nearly as possible, balance produc- 
tion with consumption, there is a growing recognition of the wisdom dis- 
played in Egypt in the days of the Pharaohs when under the guidance of 
Joseph they laid by and accumulated reserves in the years of plenty to carry | 
them through the lean years. It is more and more coming to be accepted 
as a truism that in Western Canada we must do likewise. | 

But above and beyond the material lessons taught by the depression,— 
lessons, it is to be hoped, that have been well learned by many—there are 
moral, ethical, spiritual lessons, the importance and significance of which 
will, it is also to be hoped, leave a lasting impression. 

Ritchie, the famous prize-fighter, is reported to have once said that he 
never knew how good he was until he got his first licking. Many of us have 
taken a pretty severe licking in different ways during the past five years. It 
sometimes does a man good to be thoroughly floored. It may call up re- 
serves of energy that he never realized were his. And this seems to be, 
ought to be, to the credit side of the depression. Adversity brings out the 
strength of character of men and women, the lack of it. Seemingly 
strong men have gone down and gone under; others have dfsplayd an initia- 
tive and developed traits of character and strength which even they did not 
know they possessed 


or 


Assuming that the fog of the depression is lifting, and that we are again 
slowly emerging into the sunlight of more prosperous times, now is a good 
time to take stock of what the depression has actually done to us and taught 
us as individuals and as a nation. If we correctly size ourselves up as in- 
dividuals, and profit by our inventory of ourselves, the nation will be better, 
stronger, more enduring, This, then, is a time for realistic balance sheets, 
balance sheets of character, of habits, of motives, as well as; and even more 
important in the final analysis than balance sheets of money, stocks, bonds 
and chattels. y 

“I have just taken a real inventory,” said a man who has had his full 
share of bad business breaks, “I've thrown out a lot of stuff I used to 
carry as assets.
